A CABLE despatch dated London, January 31, 
' reports that “a meeting of the English Com- 
mittee of the International Literary Association, 
Wm. Blanchard Jerrold presiding, has con- 
sidered a communication from the Board of 
Trade in regard to a copyright convention with 
the United States.
